CLANDESTINE PROFILE

NO ELECTION CLANDESTINE^ 

Unless you have been on the moon for the last six weeks, you undoubtedly noticed the 
continual controversy about the results of the United States election for President. On 
election night itself, all major USA television networks called the election results in 
Florida in favor of Al Gore. A few hours later they reversed themselves and called the 
election in favor of George W. Bush. At that time I was in Switzerland, where there is a 
six hour time difference between the USA and Europe. By the time that I went about my 
business in Switzerland and returned to the hotel, all of the networks had changed their 
minds for a third time, noting that the election was "too close to call." The fact that the 
election was "too close to call" did not stop the networks from issuing the various 
incorrect calls. If an umpire blew two consecutive calls like that in the ninth inning of the 
7th game of the World Series, it is doubtful that the umpire would be assigned to a 
similar job any time in the future. You can look for the networks to avoid issuing calls 
next time, even if somebody is blowing the other candidate away. 

Subsequently, we got treated to a circus It turned out that Al Gore got about 300.000 
votes more than George W. Bush did. a very close margin of about three tenths of one 
percent. However, in a formerly little known asterisk that is no longer in the realm of 
asterisks, it turned out that unlike in most western industrial countries, the President of 
the United States is not elected in a democratic fashion. The framers of the USA 
constitution did not trust the public to elect the President, and they set up an indirect 
"Electoral College" mechanism in which smaller states are awarded more votes than 
larger states. This antique mechanism lias survived two centuries of American history 
without change. It sometimes creates a situation where the famous President Tildcn 
(remember him?) wins the most votes in an election, but is not installed in office. We had 
such a situation again this time, when either candidate could have won the Presidency, 
depending upon whether he won the most votes in Florida. 

But, as is well known by now, the results in Florida were extremely close. Nobody will 
ever know for certain what the exact totals were, given a variety of irregularities in the 
voting process and the vote counting process. It then became very clear which of the two 
candidates was interested in finding out for certain which one of mem got more votes in 
Florida. The answer to this question was neither one of them. 



In the official vote totals certified by Florida Secretary of State Kathryn Harris, Al Gore 
won more votes that were cast and counted on election day. But, his margin was smaller 
than the number of absentee votes that were cast by people who were out of the country 
on election day. It turned out that a sizable majority of these foreign absentee ballots 
favored George W. Bush, primarily because they were dominated by military personnel 
and affluent people who were outside the country. So, various factions in the Democratic 
party spent a few weeks attempting to get these absentee ballots tossed out, many of 
which had irregularities in terms of Florida law. The Democrats were clearly not 
interested in counting all the ballots, especially those that were not cast in favor of Al 
Gore. 

Lest we think that the Democrats are the villains in this saga, we also should recall that 
the Republicans simultaneously spent the next few weeks in a four comers stall that 
would have made Dean Smith of North Carolina proud. Al Gore offered to recount the 
entire state of Florida by hand, but George W. Bush refused this offer outright at a very 
early stage. Various Florida courts and ultimately the United States supreme court 
delayed some partial hand recounts endlessly and relentlessly. Former secretary of state 
James Baker, drafted by Bush to be his spokesman, said repeatedly that the process of 
recounting ballots changed the nature of the ballot indications, meaning that recounts 
should not take place. Bush opposed a full counting of the ballots right up to the end. 

Of course, the final result is now well known. It turns out that the election was a "show 
election," much like the contests we used to see in the USSR. The vote totals from the 
voters in the election were not decisive. So, the Florida Supreme Court, dominated by 
Democrats, voted four to three in favor of a partial hand recount that just about 
everybody agrees would result in Al Gore getting more votes than George W. Bush in 
Florida. However, the United States supreme court, dominated by Republicans, reversed 
the Florida ruling in a five to four vote. It turns out that we could have saved a lot of time, 
effort, and money by not holding the actual election. Instead, we could have just let 
Justice Sandra Day O'Conner make an announcement about who should be the President. 
This is not much different than the mechanism used by the old Soviet Politburo to 
determine who should take the place of various Soviet leaders. 

Why am I taking space in 77ie ACE to recount this by now well known and fully resolved 
situation? I received a blizzard of e-mails during the long process of argument and 
litigation after the election. The ones from Republican sources accused Al Gore of trying 
to steal the election. The ones from Democratic sources accused George W. Bush of 
having actually stolen the election, even though he received fewer votes (nationally and 
in Florida). This is pretty serious stuff. A majority of Americans appears to have felt that 
both Bush and Gore were trying to steal the election, and about half of Americans still 
feel that the election was in fact stolen. I started to see the words "banana republic" 
printed in newspapers and magazines, referring to the United States, not to Paraguay or 
Colombia. In fact, while I was in Switzerland, where a long tradition of direct democracy 
is still firmly in place, I had to apologize a few times to Swiss residents for the fact that I 
live in a country where the winner of elections does not necessarily take office. 

Lest we think that the problems in this election were restricted to Florida, it was 
announced during mid-December by the Cuyahoga County Board of Elections in Ohio 
that they suddenly found about 3,000 absentee ballots that were lost on election night, 
and which were not counted. Thus, it appears that although I went to the trouble to vote 
before I went to Europe, it now is clear that I wasted my time, because they did not count 

Given this potentially dangerous situation, it strikes me as very odd that we saw no 
clandestine radio activity that was oriented toward the United States election. There 
wasn't even very much activity on this from pirate or quasi-clandestine stations. (There 
was one exception, when Miami's #1 rated Cuban radio station. Radio Mambi, broadcast 
repeated (and partially successful) appeals for people to demonstrate at the Miami-Dade 
county election counting location in a successful attempt to shut the recount down. It 
turns out that most of the demonstrators were not local Cuban-Americans, but were 
instead paid officials of the George W. Bush campaign). A look at this month's ACE 
DiaLogs reveals that there were only one or two pirate radio stations that even mentioned 



the whole controversy, and these were mentions in passing. This is in contrast to (he 
clandestine activity that almost always emerges when there are referenda on whether 
Quebec should secede from Canada. We even had the Jean Chretien station associated 
with the recent Canadian elections. We saw countless clandestines calling for elections 
and revolution during the last twenty years in Cuba, Nicaragua, El Salvador, and even 
Mexico. 

But, during the election fiasco in the United Slates, there was no such pirate or 
clandestine activity. It seems to me that somebody should note this in print somewhere, 
and I just have done so. 

WHAT DOES THIS MEAN FOR IfNI.IPITNSF.n RP QADCASTING 

A case can be made that the reason for the lack of unlicensed broadcasting in the USA 
election mess is that we got an overdose of coverage on the issue in regular broadcast 
media, especially cable TV. Plus, it seems in retrospect that most of the Democrats really 
didn't think too much of Gore, who squandered a candidacy at a time of economic 
prosperity that usually leads the incumbent party to gain reelection. And. it seems that 
most of the Republicans really didn't think too much of Bush either, who gets portrayed 
on Saturday Night Live as an amiable drunken dunce who spells better than Dan Quayle, 
but who can't speak a sentence without mispronouncing the words. (In a personal note, I 
have been overseas five times, which is more than the three times that Bush has traveled 
overseas, making my resume slightly stronger as a world leader). 

But the main issue for ACE members will be the impact of the Presidential result on 
unlicensed broadcasting. As I mentioned briefly in the column previously, Nick Grace 
wrote a very interesting essay on Clandestine.Radio.Com in which lie speculated before 
the election that a Bush victory could be a slight stimulus to clandestine broadcast 
activity. Nick's reasoning was "inside the Beltway" stuff based on the names of advisors 
who would have foreign policy influence at the White House under a Bush 
administration. Nick concluded that Bush would be somewhat more likely than Gore to 
provide the budget and the covert support that is necessary for clandestine radio 
operations funded by the United States. We are about to see how good Nick's reasoning 



On the pirate radio side of the coin, it is hard to say whether Gore or Hush would have 
been a better choice for pirate operators. In the past we have seen intermittent FCC bust 
activity under both Democratic and Republican presidents. The huge explosion of I'M 
pirate activity took place under Clinton's watch, but this also led to the biggest volume of 
FCC busts in history. On the shortwave side, we have seen occasional busts under 
Reagan, Bush the first, and then Clinton, hut most of the lime we have seen unabated 
bust-free pirate broadcasting under both parties. Clinton's FCC appointee William 
Kennard did push the LPFM proposal, although it has received much opposition from 
Republicans in Congress who are backing up the National Association of Broadcasters. It 
could be that Bush will squash the LPFM proposal like a grape, although his Republican 
rival John McCain has been actively promoting this proposal. We shall see who Bush 
appoints to the FCC. Stay tuned. 

COLOMBIA STILL HOT 

The United States is not the only country that has seen political turmoil lately. It was 
announced very late in November that Colombian President Andres Pastrana had once 
again asked the Revolutionary Armed Forces of Colombia (FARC) for a resumption of 
the stalled peace talks. Polls have shown Pastrana's popularity at an all-time low. The 
USA is of course increasing its involvement in this civil war with large quantities of 
military and personnel aid. The FARC hits pulled out of the peace talks to protest the 
USA aid and to simultaneous!) protest right-wing paramilitary forces in Colombia. This 
is one place that doi:\ have c landestine nctivily. 

As we mentioned last mouth. Clandestine Radio Hatch 1157 noted that La Voz dc 
Resistcnciu - llloque Oriental has yeueiated occasional loggings in the 2145-2230* time 
frame on variable 6261 kHz. Hut the latest Clandestine Radio Watch #58 noted no new 



CLANDESTINE RADIO WATCH 

We should by no means come to the conclusion that clandestine radio broadcasting is 
dead, despite the current dearth of western hemisphere interest in clandestines among 
DXers and broadcasters. The list of countries with recent clandestine news in the 
December CRW #58 included Afghanistan, China, Congo, Cuba (quasi), Ethiopia, 
Georgia (Europe, not Atlanta), Israel, Iran, Iraq, Kurdistan, Myanmar (formerly Burma), 
Somalia, Sri Lanka, Sudan, Tibet, and Zimbabwe. You should check out 
on the internet to get the latest updates on worldwide clandestine 



One interesting piece of news is that the Voice of Palestine medium wave tn 
675 kHz returned to the air on November 16. This transmitter had been knocked off the 
air by an Israeli bombing attack. Apparently the damage has now been repaired.

A NEW CB BAND? That's what the FCC caUs it! You know those little VHF FM 
tranceivers Radio Shack sells, such as the BTX-128 and BTX-127- the ones you're 
supposed to obtain FCC licenses to operate? Well, in a little-known move back in 
November 2000, the FCC moved these (and other?) radios from Part 90 to Part 95 
status, thus creating a NEW CB SERVICE! All this, after Congress re-regulating 
II meter CB FOR federal licensing, etc. The reasoning behind this buffoonish move 
is that -there's so many folks using them without licenses, we'll deregulate them." 

The poop on this new piece of poop is this: the new service is called "MURS", short 
for "Multiple-Use Radio Service". Power range is limited to 2 watts, and voice, data 
or IMAGES can be sent via this service. Oh, boy, the Internet comes to on-air 
video! It wasn't enough that some CBcrs took to putting microphones where they 
shouldn't go, but now there's potential for cameras to go there too....Frequencies 



are 151.820, 1 51.880, 151.940, 154.570 and 154.6011. The Kadio Shack radios operate 
on a few more frequencies besides these.

Cobra and other "hobby" radio manufacturers 
were caught by surprise, with no units to offer, but they admit to there being a 
possibility of some market for these units.

Word has it there's nothing on the FCC's 
website about this move, either. Why the quiet treatment? 

I guess the Family Radio Service deregulation thing wasn't enough; all in the wake 
of lame duck Bill Clinton telling the FCC to "find" more frequencies for personal 
communications, I.e., cell and pes phones. 

Yes, I know, this Isn't really in keeping with Part 15 and micro radio, but news in 
that area has been SLOW lately. In light of this news, could future LPFMers or 
others could use these as tools around the station?

In the latest developments in the case of the stolen Enigma machine, an arrest has 
finally been made. The Enigma machine was stolen on April 1 st from the codeoreaKing 
museum at Bletchley Park, north of London. 

Dennis Yates was arrested on November 18th and charged with blackmail and 
handling stolen goods.
